Impressionists to paint in our area at 
the beginning of the 20th century and 
is the inspiration for this show. 

Elected Artists Yves Parent, Angie 
Falstrom, and Nancy Schroeder are 
the Exhibition Managers for this show. 
“We are looking forward to our LAA 


members exhibiting their works in 
what is always a popular summer 
show,” promises this hard working 
volunteer team. 

A special feature of the ex- 
hibition will be an invitational show 
of works by The Guild of Boston 
Artists in the Goodman Gallery. This 
esteemed arts organization began 
in 1914, the same year the LAA 
was incorporated, and its members 
represent many of the leading 
representational artists of the 
Boston Area.

I am appealing to all of our members 
to please contact me or our Director 
Bob Potter with any suggestions you 
may have regarding development and 
fundraising as well as volunteering 
your efforts and expertise in these 
areas.

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New commemorative stamp honoring WW II 
diplomat and humanitarian. 


Anne Bingham Pierson, former 
LAA President writes: “I attended a 
special ceremony in Washington, DC 
in May when the US Postal Service 
issued a series of “Distinguished 
American Diplomats” stamps honoring 
six individuals for their contributions 
to international relations. My uncle 
Hiram Bingham, IV was honored for 
his service as a U.S. diplomat in France 
during World War II. He defied U.S. 
policy by issuing visas that saved the 
lives of more than 2,000 Jews and other 
refugees. Among those who made their 
way to safety because of his help were 
such famous artists as Marc Chagall, 
Marcel Duchamp, and Max Ernst, the 
writers Thomas Mann, Arthur Koestler 
and the architect Walter Gropius.”
